New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in this 
application because the present drawings are informal. Applicant is advised to employ the 
services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark 
Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 66, 69-76, 80-84, 86, 87, 133, and 134 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
In the amendment filed, September 22, 2003, the Applicants canceled claims 
1-65, 67-68, 77-79, 85, 88-132, amended claims 66, 69-71, 74,75, 80-84, 86, 87, added new 
dependent claims 133 and 134, and presented arguments in favor of allowance of the existing 
claims. 

As to Claim 66, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a one-piece unitary hollow body including a first and second ends, the second end 
defining an aperture through which the object is measured, said second end including a reference 
area integral with the body, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 
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The dependent Claims 133 and 134 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon Claim 

66. 

As to Claim 69, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious means for indicating at least one of the origin of the shield, lot number of the 
shield, expiration date of the shield and patient information, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of the claim. 

The dependent Claims 70-73 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon Claim 69. 

As to Claim 74, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious a first aperture defined by said first end to be disposed in a position chosen from 
against an object to be color measured, and a second aperture defined by said second end to be 
disposed proximate the color measurement device, and reference area associated with said body 
proximate said first aperture, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

The dependent Claims 75 and 76 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon Claim 

74. 

As to Claim 80, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious the body including integral illumination reference area in the field of view, in 
combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

The dependent Claims 81-84 are allowed by virtue of their dependence upon Claim 80. 
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As to Claim 86, the prior art of record taken along or in combination, fails to disclose or 
render obvious the shield providing a desired spacing between the tooth and the image sensing 
device when the second end is placed against a portion of a patient mouth, said second end 
including a reference area, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the claim. 

The dependent Claim 87 is allowed by virtue of its dependence upon Claim 86.
